The three rescuers were First Offi­ 
cer R. H. Buck, Second Officer J. S 
W illiam s and Third Officer F. D. Rob­ 
erts. all young Englishmen and ex­ 
pert swimmers. 
Buck, the recipient 
of a medal for rescues at sea, present­ 
ed by tthe king of Greece, carried a 
life line. 
The others took no lines. 
Each officer rescued one, then went 
back to the overturned boat and each 
dragged another to the ship s ladder. 
The first man hauled aboard by W ill­ 
iams died on deck. 
The other five 
were given the best of care by the 
ship’s surgeon and the crew. 
They 
te a r living witness to the heroism of 
three men. 
The rescue of the Gregory's five 
brings the total number saved from 
the crew of thirty-eight men aboard 
the Oklahoma to thirteen. 
Eight are 
aboard the steamship Bavaria, nearing 
Boston harbor. 
The others perished 
from cold or drowning in two life­ 
boats, one of which was sighted over­ 
turned; the other, which was seen by 
the Bavaria, laden with three frozen 
bodies.

RAILROAD WILL CUT MELON 


Union Pacific W ill 
Distribute Stock 
in Other Line. 


New York, Ja n 7.— The executive 
committtee of the Union Pacific R ail­ 
road company announced that it would 
recommend the distribution among its 
stockholders 
of 
the 
Baltim ore 
and 
Ohio stock owned by the company, 
par value $S2,000,000, together with 
$3 per share in cash. 
Estim ated on 
the present market 
value of Baltim ore and Ohio stock 
this is equivalent to an extia dividend 
of 33 per cent. 
The executive committee w ill lay 
this recommendation before the board 
of directors 
which meets Thursday. 
It recommends also that if this dis­ 
tribution is carried into effect the reg­ 
ular annual dividend be corresii^ndinLe­ 
ly reduced, that is, from IU per cent 
to 8 per cent.

Most of them are 

Other* of the uni­ 
dentified cases are due to street car ac­ 
cidents. suicide by gas and sudden 
leat Ii iii th** street from natural causes 
Photographs are taken of all bodies 
and prove of much aid in making iden­ 
tification.
